In consequence of the opening of Hankow in 1861, much tea is néw carried there that in former 


years found a market at Canton. This will aecount for the deficiency exhibited in the above Table,—for 


the collection of last year, compared with 1861, shows a falling off in_weight of nearly 200,000 piculs, 
and in duty of 480,000 taels. 

Owing to the demand for Cotton in Europe, the trade in this article from India has entirely ceased. 
In 1860 there were 526,000 piculs imported, valued at 5,700,000 Mexican dollars, which paid a duty 
of about 180,000 taels, while last year the importation was nil, The traders were mostly Parsees, 
who returned the proceeds in Chinese merchandise suitable for the Indian markets; therefore not only is 
the trade in India Cotton lost, for the present, but exports are affected to a similar extent. So long as 
the market was supplied from India, there was no importation of the native article, but the short receipt 
in 1861 turned the attention of dealers to the northern ports to supply the deficiency, and since that 
time the trade has been increasing, The amount of native Cotton which passed this office during

Although from the above it would appear thata decrease had taken : place during the past two years, 
the trade has actually increased, for the importation of last year reached over 50,000 piculs, over 30,000 
of which were brought up in native vessels. 

Since the Tientsin Treaty came into operation, a large portion of the trade in Cotton Piece Goods, 
that was formerly carried on here, has been diverted to the newly opened Northern and Yang-taze 
ports; the large reduction shown in the following statement can be thus accounted for.

Previous to the treaty of Tientsin coming into force, vessels arriving here with Rice cargoes were

Were foreign vessels placed on the same footing 
they were before the treaty, no doubt most of the rice laden vessels would come direct to Whampoa to 
linden In 1860 and 1861 the importation by fore! (Th vessels reached 800,000 piculs per annum ; 
since then the receipts have almost ceased, for the total importation for the last three years does not 
amount to 150,000 piculs. 

The importation of Silk Piece Goods five years since was large, the principal portion of the amount 
brought im, being from the Seo Chow looms, where an expensive kind of silk cloth was manufactured, 
which was much worn by the wealthy Chmese of this province; the balance of the impertation was from 
the other northern cities. The taking of Soo Ch ww by the Taiping Rebels put a stop to the manufacture, 
and the importation from there has ceased. ‘he total reeeipts of Sik Piece Goods, which in 1860 
amounted to 1,087 piculs, valued at 700,000 dollars, were last year only 363 piculs, valued at 339,000 
dollars. 

In consequence of the small demand from America, the trade in Fire Crackers has fallen off from 
22,000 pieuls in 1860, to 11,000 piculs in 1864. The same reason can be given for ee) — in the 
trade in Matting, the export of which last. year was 37,000 rolls, against $7,000 rolls in 1386 

Owing to a bad crop, and a decreased demand from America, the export of Raw and’ Pisa Silk 
last year was 2,500 piculs,—just one-half of what it was the year before.

By the foregoing it will be seen that in 1864 there is an increase in the import of opium of peculs | 
841.81. This is caused by the ports in Formosa now open to trade drawing mach of their supply of 
drug from Amoy instead of from Hongkong. 

The increase in cotton yarn peculs 1,096.51, is due to the prosperity apparent here in the early part 
of the year. This article was manufactured into native cloth or“ nankeen,” chiefly for the Formosa market 


by a colony of weavers living at Schu Sze Mean ym + fei on the outerside of the wall of Clee. * 


chow-foo : since the rebel occupation of that city in October last, only one hundred bales have been sold, 
and delivery has not been taken of any, formerly the average sales were 500 and 600 bales a month, 
However, as most of these weavers escaped from Chang-chow-foo it is likely they wall recommence their 
labours in another district, and bring cotton yarn again into demand. 

An increase of peculs 47,064.82 is also shewn in bean cake. Trade in this article formerly almost 
entirely in native hands, has, with the gulf of Pecheli trade, generally, in a very _ measure passed 
into those of foreigners. 

The decrease in cotton and cotton piece goods, arises, here as elsewhere, from their high prices. . That. 
of metals and beans and pease may fairly be attributed to the unsettled state of the surrounding country, 

The decrease in rice is caused by the low prices ruling here, as — with those at Ningpo 


and Shanghai. 


The decrease in the export of tea, sugar, sugar candy, and all the chief export staples is clearly 
traceable to the presence of insurgents. Though I may mention, that in conversation the other day with a 
merchant of many years experience here, 4 was informed, in proof of the former prosperity of the part, 

that the season 1860-61 yielded 7,198,678 pounds of tea, now, spite the falling off from 1563, I find the 
export to be 7,151,019 pounds, whilst the tea itself, is of a far superior quality. The export of tea for 
the seasons ¢.¢. from ist June, to Ist June, since 1858 has been as under.

Most of Chinese in Java, Siam, and the Straits settlements, are 
Foh-kien men, who naturally desire the productions and manufactures of their native preduce, hence 
there existed a large trade in Straits produce and miscellaneous articles ; vessels under the British,

Dutch wad Sinmese fags used to rendervons at Amoy, trade and barter, then peeued northward ; 
returning here they disposed 'of their cargoes obtained at Ningpo or Shanghai, and then laid in a stock 
of Chinese goods suitable to the southern markets of India. 


Much of this trade, has now passed to the free ports of Hongkong and Macao. 
> Formerly a large carrying trade in foreign bottoms, existed between Amoy, and Wan Chow, yal py 
(I am informed that some years ago 14 foreign vessels, ull chartered by natives of Amoy, were lying at

Nam Kwan Fa kes] Neng Tek eS (ht &c., and the parts in Formosa, and’ those between Amoy and 
Hongkong. The cargoes removed coastwise to these places, consisted chiefly of sugar, hemp cloth, tiles, 
bricks, common trockery, earthenware, and small quantities of Straits produce, foreign woollens, and 
manufactured goods, und opium. Those received, of rice, wheat, alum, — dried sweet potatoes, 
medicine, deer's horns, hides, and oil. 


Salt from Amoy and Quemoy was also removed coastwise ‘in enormous quantities ; and even 
exported to Manila,, Singapore, and Java. 


The opening to foreign trade of Wan Chew a8 ‘4 IF and Chin Chew Ls phy ee i is greatly 


desired by all here, native and foreign. The opening of the former in addition to greatly increasing the 
coasting trade, would give employment to foreign shipping all the year round. ‘; 
At present the intercourse between Amoy and Chin Chew, is necessarily liniited ; were this port 


open a trade would soon spring up. Here a'so a large number of foreign vessels would be employed, in 
carrying sugar, fruits, &c., to the northern markets. 


From my experience of Amoy, I strongly urge the opening to foreign trade of these ports, on your 
notice, as beneficial alike to trade and to this revenue. 


In conclusion | may remark that up to the capture of Chang-chow-foo in October last the 
prosperity of this port was most marked : should this city be recaptured, the insurrection quelled and 
tranquility restored, there is sufficient energy and determination here to speedily restore trade to its 
former standard.

a Sie H. iinet proclamation, declaring the Yang Tm as fur as Hankow to be open to British waeiail 
< . and consequently to vessels of other Treaty Powers, was published at Shanghai on the 18th of March, i 
1861, and the import trade of the port for the eight ensuing months was valved at taels 5,662,240. I 
| have been unable to ascertain the proportion of treasure comprised in this amount. The trade for the 
Ss | following year was valued at taels 10,130,522—inclusive of taels 3,417,894 treasure. In 1863 the value 
: of the import trade, after deducting re-exports, increased to taels 14,691,687, inclusive of taels 
7,384,790 treasure and copper cash. The import trade for the past year, after deducting re-exports, 
is valued at taels 12,068,870, inclusive of taels 4,324,356 treasure and copper cash. Thus taking the 
gross value, we find the import trade of 1862, to be nearly double that of 1861, whilst deducting 
treasure and copper cash, the import tradé of 1863 shows an increase in value of taels 494,269, over 
that of 1862, and the import trade for 1864, an increase in yalne of taels 537,117, over that of the 
= * | preceding year. It is out of my power to trace with precision, the causes of the increase in the value of 
..  * the imports of 1862 over those of 1861, and of those of 1863 over those of 1862, as it is impossible to 
procure trust worthy returns of the actual trade of the port during the first two years, those emanating 
a : from the British Consulate, referring solely to goods conveyed in British vessels, whilst the return 
; published by the Shanghai Customs for 1861, embraces the entire Yang Tzu trade. I gather however, 
from these returns and from the information which I have been able to obtain from other sources, that 
— in every article of consumption, the import trade of 1362, showed an advance over that of 1861; as 
compared with the former year, 1863 was distinguished by an increase in the quantities imported of 
foreign and native sugar, of Japanese and Straits produce—snch as seaweed, pepper, &c., and of most 
descriptions of Chinese produce. There was also a considerable increase in the importation of woollen 
manufactures, which would doubtless have been greater but for the same causes which produced a marked 
reduction in the demand for cotton piece goods. This reduction was mainly attributable to the large 
stocks which existed in the interior before the opening of the port to foreign trade to the large additions 
made to these stocks during the year and a half which immediately followed that.event, to the disturbed 
state of the neighboring country, and to the gradually increasing price of the a:ticles themselves. | 
It should not be forgotten that during the greater portion of 1863, no scarcity of the raw material 
was experienced in Hu Pei, and that there was consequently no advance in the price of native cotton 
piece goods; the latter are supposed to be stronger, and in Hu Pei, as in other parts of the Enipire, are 
generally preferred by the peasantry whose avocations compel them to regard that quality as of the first 
importance, and the absence of a proportionate rise in their price, proved, of course, injurious te the 
consumption of foreign fabrics. From April to December, 1861,—535,107 pieces of the principal 
descriptions of cotton goods, viz: Shirtings, 7.-Cloths, and Drills, were shipped from Shanghai to the 
Yang Tzu Ports, of which at least three, fourths were destined for Hankow. In 1862 British vessels 
alone brought up to Hankow, 559,409 pieces of these goods, whilst in 1863, the total quantity imported 
was reduced 436,897 pieces. .

Chou, in Ngan Hui, and of the surrounding country, interupting communication between a great portion 


of that province and the eastern riverine ports, created a sadden increase in the demand for foreign drag 
at Hankow, which ceased on the re-capture of the invaded districts. The importation of foreign opium - 
accordingly fell from about 2,000 peculs in 1562, to 1,465 peeuls in 1863.

The most. prominent features in this comparison between the imports of the two years, are the 
increase in the quantity of opium, and decrease in the quantity of cotton piece goods imported. The 
increase arises, to a certain extent, from an increased consumption, but is principally owing to the fact, 
that many country dealers, who formerly provided themselves with drag at Canton, now find it mere 
convenient and ‘economical, to draw their supplies from Hankow. There is also every likelihood that 
they will continue to pursue this course; January 1565, shews an importation of 208 peculs of Maiwa 


opium, against 153 peculs during the same month of last year. 

The decrease in the importation of cotton piece coeds, is due--with ome exception—to the causes 
which exercised a similar effect on the trade of 1863, as compared with that of the previous year. The 
exception to which I refer, is the comparative cheapness of native piece goods, which does not apply 
as strongly to 1864 as it did to 1863. 

Towards the end of last year, the stocks of cotten piece goods in the interior commenced to be . 
exhausted ; the dealers however, still delayed replenishing them, in the hepe that circumstances might | 
arise to lower the} price of the articles of which ther stood m need. In Decesaber they began to perceive, 
that there was bat little prospect of their hepes being realized, and a larger demand ensued, which has Bi 
grown in a truly marvellous way dur: ne de first month of the present year. Yet the present demand 
barely represents the current ‘consumption, as on account of the high prices, not a single piece & | ba | 
purchased beyond what is required for the moment. 

I do not think, therefore that I can be acensed of being unduly sanguine, in expressing an opinion, | 
that the great development which has been the result of the partial removal of only one of the proviomny

existing obstacles,—an overstocked market,—may be acccepted as an indication of the magnitude, to 
which the consumption of foreiga manufactures at this port, is destined to attain, under more favorable 
circumstances. — 
The growth. of the. native population, produced lest, year, a marked increase in the demand for 

products of other Chinese ports and of Japan. The trade in Japanese seaweed, has, year after 
i a es ds Ber im 1861 the three Yang Tx ports together, took bat 
49,910 peeuls whilst in 1564, 115,655 peculs arrived in Hankow alone. Ningpo also produces 
seaweed, of which 613 peculs reached this port last year. Japamese seaweed is reckoned superior to 
Chinese ; it varies in quality, and when retailed, the price ranges from 89 to 80 cash per catty, 
seaweed is principally ynade use of by the poorer classes; whilst no imconsiderable proportion is 
consumed in Hankow, large quantities are transported to Hsiang Tan, and Chvang Sha in Human, and 
Sha Shih in Hu Pei. In 1864 two vessels arrived direct from Japan with cargoes of seaweed. 

243,956 peculs of Copper Cash, vaimed at taels 2,926,655, were imported in 1564,—being an 

ncréase of 33,000 pecuis as compared with 1863. Copper cash are imported almost solely for 

transmission to the tea districts, the small cultivators greatly preférring cash to sycee. As this 
preference on their part hecomes more manifest, and as am increased difficulty is experienced in 
procuring the cash in the districts adjacent to Chinkiang, the walte of the cash gradually advances, 
though with occasional fluctuations. The highest and lowest recent quotations which have been - 
furnished te.-me, have been cash.1,150 to 1,300, whilst on the first arrival of foreigners, 1,600 or even 
1,650 cash were obtainable forthe teel. We should not, however, overlook the fact, that the more 
frequent occurrence of pamics on account.of the closer proximity of the Tai “Ping and Nien Fei rebels, 
was doubtless calculated to produce, at that time, an extraordinary depreciation in the valae of cash. 

The dehased character of the sycee, current in Hankow, during the past two years, is also regarded 
by some, as having condneed considerably to the present high rate of the other coin. In the early days 
of the port, the demand for sycee was so sudden and extensive, that, ere long, Shanghai was unable to 
supply standard sycee, Known, according to the terms employed in Chinese assay, as 2/4 touch, in 
sufficien: quantities. It thus arose, that, under temporary pressure, syoee of inferior quality, was 
transmitted to this port, and on its being fownd that the adulterated silver was accepted here as 


, equivalent to standard, the practice,—originally exceptional,—eventnally became the rule, and sycee 


depreciated to the extent of two, three, or even four mace per shoe, was regularly manufactured for the 
Haukow market. About two years ago, an attempt was made to establish a Kung Ka or assay office, 
which was unsuccessful; and the failure was immediately followed by an enormous increase in the 


“depreciation of the silver. Chinese, knowing that in Hankow itself, the sycee would be submitted to 


no universally accepted assay, and would be generally recognized as a medium of exchange, opened 
smelting shops, in which sycee, inypure to the extent of two of three mace per shoe when it arrived from 
Shanghai, was dehased to the extent of tac!s 1.2. per shoe—in some well authenticated cases, to even a 
greater extent. It was not, however, until extraordinary pee were experienced in transmitting sycee 
from Hankow to another port, thitt the foreign residents fully realized the maguitude of the evil, and it 
was only towards the.end of January of the present year, that an assay office dniy recognized by the 
Chinese aed Consular Authorities, and supported by every firm interested in the trade of the port, 
was opened. The importation of treasure. decreased from taels 4,862,590 im 1863 to taels 1,398,198 
in 1864 of which latter amount, more then. taels 1,000,000 appear to have been subsequently 
re-exported. Towards the cose of the year, om the establishment of a Kumg Ku being determined 
upon bankers and others became desirous of ridding themselves of their stocks of impure,—unknown to 
what extent impure,—sycee, on any terms and large quantities were accordingly re-shipped to Shanghai, 
and the other river ports. This operation of course resulted in considerable loss, but through some 
clever munipulation of exchange, the loss was mwi so severe as it would have been, had the sycee been 
retained in Hankow, and submitted to the assay office. 

The decrease in the quantity of sycee imported into and obsorbed in Hankow in 1864 as compared 
with 1563, appears altogether inexplicable in view of the fact that the excess in the value of the 
exports, over the value of the ‘imports in 1544, is greater by fully a million of Taels than the parallel 
excess in 1863. It may be partially accounted for, by the large amount of foreign capital, which reaches 
Hankow in the shape of salt. In the spring of last year, Tseng Kuo Fan promulgated certain regulations 
throwing open the carrsing trade in salt to ) oe provinces of Nganhuwi, Riangsi, Hu Pei, Hunan, and 


ra) 


Honan, to all Chinese who chose to engage in it. The bunditions woe onc to oles a lage end certain 
profit, putting aside the risk, attached to transporting the salt in native boats up the river. The salt 
is prepared on the shores of the Yellow sea, near the old mouth of the Yellow river, and is supplied 
to purchasers at Tai Chow, a small town, situated near the junction of the northern portion of the grand 
canal with the Yang Tzu. The quantity to be supplied to each province is fixed; at the place of 
consumption, each shipment is disposed of in order, according to the date of its arrival, under the supe- 
rintendence of an officer deputed by the proviticial Salt Commissioner. The prices ate Tai Chow, and at 
the place of consumption, are also fixed, and are, in the case of Hu Pei, such as to yield a profit of from 
20 @ 30 % on one operation, which rarely oceupies more tham four months. It is not surprising, that 
foreign merchants, though nominally debarred from entering into it, should have found, through’ their 
(Chinese connections, means of taking part in so lucrative a traffic ; and the foreign capital which reaches 
Hankow in this guise, should not be overlooked, in balancing the vahites of the import and export 


trades, 


s. The export trade of Hankow for the eight months of 1861, during which it was open to foreign trade, 
was valued at taels 4,117,669; the export trade for the following year was valued at taels 8,915,487; 
in 1863 the value of the export trade increased to taels 12,741,908; the export trade for the past year, 
is valued at taels 13,448,313. Thus the expert trade for 1862, exceeded in value that for 1861 by 
taels 4,797.818 that for 1863 exceeded in value that 1362 by tae!ls 3,826,421; whilst last year shows an 
increase as compared with the preceding’ one of taels 706,405. 

In 1861, before foreign merchants had perfected arrangements for carrying on their business at 
Hankow, the southern tea-men had secured the greater portion of the years crop for conveyance to 
Canton, so that, whilst 247,014 peculs black tea left the latter port, only about 80,000 peculs were 
exported from Hankow. In 1362 the shipments of black tea from Hankow, rose to 216,351 pecula, 
whilst in Canton they fell to 191,919 peculs; in 1863, 272,922 peculs were despatched from Hankow, 
whilst the quantityfexported from Canton was reduced to 135,328 peculs. - In the exports from Canton, 
are, of course, included the teas grown in the Canton province itself, but the proportion of these is small. 
In any case, it cannot be, I think, expected, that Hankow will ever divert entirely from Canton the 


teas of Hu Pei and Hunan ; apart fromthe fact, that the more southern producing districts of the latter © 


province, are about equi-distant from the two ports, it is, for many reasons, the interest of the tea-men, 
that Canton should retain at least something of its old importance. Moreover, as will be seen hereafter, 
Treaty transit passes are employed to but a limited extent, and the comparative lightness of the inland 
tuxes in the various provinces, will always exercise considerable effect on the destination of the tea. 
From the above figures, it will be seen, that the growth of the export trade from 1861 to 1863, was 
principally owing to the increase in the export of tea; there was, no doubt, also a fair increase in 
miscellaneous exports, but as in the case of imports, the absenee af complete and trustworthy returns for 
the first two years, renders it impossible for me to trace with any minuteness or accuracy, what the 
experts, in which the increase took place were, I find, however, that of hemp, 19,865 peculs were 


received in Shanghai in 1861 from the Yang Tzu ports, that in 1862, 10,503 pectils were shipped from 


Hankow in British vessels alone, whilst the entire export in 1863 amounted to 28,784 peculs; that of 
oil, 44,772 peculs were received in Shanghai in 1561, from the Yang Tzu ports, that in 1862, 80,190 
were shipped from Hankow in British vessels alone,.whilst the entire export in 1863 amounted to 98,295 
peculs ; that of paper, 8,387 peculs were received in Shanghai in 1361 from the Yang Tzu ports, that in 
1862, 37,394 peculs were shipped from Hankow in British vessels alone, whilst the entire export in 
1863 amounted to 40,457 peculs; that of rice, 7,502 peeuls were received in Shanghai in 1861 from the 
Yang Tzu ports, that in 1862, 51,167 peculs were shipped from Hankow in British vessels alone, whilst 
the entire export in 1863, amounted to 91,325 peculs; that of rhubarb, 2,694 peculs were received in 
Shanghai in 1861 from the Yang Tzu ports, that in 1362, 1,408 peculs were shipped from Hankow in 
British vessels alone, whilst the entire export in 1863, amounted to 8,326 peculs ; that, of tallow, 8,135 
peculs were received in Shanghai in 1861 from the Yang Tz ports, that in 1862, 1 »26. ’ 
shipped from Hankow in British vessels alone, whilst the entire export in 1863, amoun 
peeuls; that of tallow, 8,134 peculs were received in Shanghai in 1861 from the Yang Tzu ports, that in

~ pt ci cumstances it certainly does not appear probable, that cotton will ever again be 
nk w; Hu Pei is nevertheless, one of the largest cotton growing provinces in China, 
erable i 1 viititien are forwarded’ from it to Sze-chuen. The nankeens fabricated in Hu Pei, 

are famous Sates the Empire ; thé 1,115 peculs shipped in 1564 were valued at taels 67,041. The 
grasscloth manufactured in Hu Pei is principally of a coarse character and is much inferior to the 
fabrics of Canton and Che-kiang; the 1,148 peculs. shipped in 1364, were valued at taels 44,155. The 
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hemp which was shipped from Hankow is produced principally ia Ha Pei; it is grown in the Hsing 
Kuo Chou district close to the south, or rather west bank of the Yang Tzu about a hundred miles below 
Hankow. The rhubarb, is a product of Sze-chuen and Shansi, bat the better qualifies are grown in 
the former province ; during the past year, rhubarb has been shipped hence to Shanghai, for re-export 
to Japan, but the speculation has not, I think, proved suecessful. 

On the tranquillization of the Kiang Nan provinee, hopes were not unnaturally entertained, that. 
there would be a large demand for-building material of every description in the re-captured districts. The! 
returns of trade show, that 93 rafts cleared last year for Chinkiang, one for Chinkiang and Shangliai, 
three fox Kiukiang and five for Shanghai. The three for Kiukiang, were despatched by foreizn merchants, 
to be employed in the construction of houses, whfth they were constructing at that port, and three of those 
which cleared for Shanghai, were the bona fide property of a British firm. The balance, representing a 
value of over 625,000 taels, though cleared under a Treaty Power flag, were really Chinese owned. In such 
eases, the foreign merchant, in whose name the raft is cleared, advances on it a sum equal to a half or third 
of its value; the raft is mortgaged to him, and on arrival at Chinkiang, is held by his agent, until the 
money is refunded ; the raft is subsequently despatched from Chinkiang to Hsin Nin Miao, where it is 
broken up and disposed of. Interest from 5 to 7 % per month, is paid for these advanees ;—a rate, which, 
high though it be, has, until recently, been amply compensated for, by the large profits derivable from the 
sale of the wood at the latter mart. I say, until recently, as I hear that at the present moment, owing 
to the large quantities of wood which have arrived from Kiangsi, the supply at Hsin Niu Miao 
exceeds the demand. The wood of which these rafis are composed, is grown off the hills which border 
the Tung Ting Lake ; the spars are tied up inte simall rafts, floated down the lake past Yo Chow, down 
tie Yang Tzu to Hankow, where the small rafts are again lashed together, and converted into large ones. 

Of the 13,000,000 taels worth of exports, ever 7,000,000 are represented by tea. The export of 
tea in 1864, exceeds the export of the preceding year by 6,848 peculs. At the commencement of the 
season, it was expected that the increase would be much larger, it being thought, that the general 
dullness of trade at Canton, would lead to but little tea being sent to that port, whilst it was known, 
that the Shansi merchants who forward tea overland to Kan Su, and beyond the great wall, still held 
their stocks of the previous year unsold. Moreover, in the hope of a brisk demand at home, the market 
opened at prices, which were certainly suflicient to induce every tea dealer in the Empire to despatch 
his merchandise to this port for sale ; but subsequently, on its being ascertained, that the demand in 
England, was not so great as had been anticipated, and that the prices obtainable there, were hardly 
equal to those paid in Hankow, a depression ensued which had doubtless the effect of diverting to other 
markets, or causing the retention in the country, of a considerabie portion of the crop of the two provinces. 
It is certain also, that the crop of 1864, was somewhat short. 

In 1863, 27,179 peculs tea were shipped at this port direct to Englund ; in 1864 the quantity thus 
shipped increased to 46,298 peculs. The popularity of this mode of shipment, will eventually be 
dependent, on the rate of freight by river steamers to Shanghai. The higher the freight by river 
steamers, the larger will be the quantity of tea despatched in ocean going vessels to England, and 
vice vers4 ; fortunately for these vesseis, the time at which their presence is required at Hankow, accords 
with that, at which the river is highest. 

L have been compelled to include brick tea in Table B.,—-it shows a decreasq of 19,911 peculs,— 
a decrease which, however, it is not altogether impossible to account for. Her Majesty's Consul at 
Tientsin remarks in his report for 1862, that, brick tea for the Russian market, no longer reaches the 
north of China overlandTby way of Shansi; it is now shipped from Hankow for Shanghai ; and 
transhipped at Shanghai for Tientsin. Yet in 1862, the entire quantity of brick tea reshipped from 
Shanghai was 8,446 peculs ; there can be little doubt therefore, that the shipments for 1863, were in 
excess of the demand, and that the excess has reacted prejudicially on the export of last year. The 
eonsumption may also have been affected, by the larger quantity of the better descriptions of tea, 
imported into Russia from ingland. Moreover, tea dust and stalks—the principal ingredi@imts in briek 
tea—only figure to the extent of 131 peculs, in the exports for 1863, whilst in 1864) certain favorable 
cireumstances resulted in the exportation of 5,283 peculs: This tea dust, is the refuse remaining after 
the firing and packing ef the tea, and is: worth from five to seven taels per pecul ; a portion is disposed 
ef for local consumption in Shanghai, but it is principally shipped to England, where it is said to meet 
with a ready sale. hen 
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The Hu Pei tea districts are all contained im the loop, formed by the Yang Tzu, on its turning 
ina northerly direction when leaving Kiangsi, until it touches Hunan, after flowing southward for a 
hundred and fifty gniles, from Hankow to Yo Chou. The triangle thus bounded on two sides by che. 
river, is the prefecture of Wu Cir’ ang } it is about two hundred miles broad at the base, and is the site 
of the provincial capital, and of nine smaller towns, seven of which give their names to tea producing 


districts ; the seven cities are Shéng Ning Hsien, Chia Yu Hsien, Pi Chi Hsien, Tung Chéng Hsien, 


PSung Yang Hsien, T’ung Shan Hsien, and Hsing Kuo Chou. Of these, Shéng Ning Hsien is not 
above thirty miles from Hankow overland. The Tsung Yang districts are, I believe, most fruitful ; at 
Hsing Kuo Chou, which, as I have already explained, abuts on the south, or rather west bank of the 
Yang Tzu, about a hundred miles below Hankow, steamers were wont to ship tea in 1360, ere the 


- meguiations had strictly confined trade to the three ports. The Hunan tea districts are more scattered ; 


they principally lie close to the south-west boundary of Hu Pei ; one of the most productive is known to 
foreigners as Piukiang, and may be seen under that name in any common map of China. They exist 
also in the neighbourhood of Hsiang T’an, and even further south along the banks of the Hsiang Kiang. 

The increase in the quantity of varnish exported, is attributable as:in the case of timber,—to the 
expectations which were entertained, that rebuilding on an extensive scale, would be carried on in 
those portions of the Kiangnan province, which had remained so long in the hands of the rebels. 

The export of vegetable wax, was, last year, distinguished by an increase of over 2,000 peculs, It 
is taken by the Chinese as medicine, but is principally used in the manufacture of candles. It is 
one of the most valuable of the many valuable products of Sze-chuen, being worth from sixty to seventy 


taels per pecul. It is, I need hardly say, deposited for the protection of its egus, by an insect which 


inhabits the tree, on which the wax is secreted. The formation of the wax, was a subject which met 


with the especial attention of M. Simon, a French savant who returned to Hankow in August, 1863, 
after having passed a considerable time in the interior, during which he is said to have traversed the 
greater portion of Sze-chnen, and to have even reached the eastern confines of Thibet. It is to be hoped, 
the result of his researches, into the products of the former fertile province, will ere long be made 
public ; a short report on the subject, appeared in the North China Herald in, I think, October, 1363. 
Of Coal, there are three. descriptions te be purchased in Hankow ; one description which is known 
in Chinese as dry coal, is retailed at about 600 cash per pecul ; another description which is known as 
smoke coal, is quoted at about 750 cash per pecul ; and a third which is called white coal, costs about 
800 cash per pecul,—a pecul of ad however consists of but eighty catties. The dry coal is a sort of 
coke, and is admirably adapted for all household purposes ; the smoke and white coal are both adapted 
for, and employed by steamers. During the last month of 1864, owing to the excessive shallowness of 
the upper waters, native coal somewhat increased in price, and considerable difficulty was experienced 
by the agents of steamers, in procuring sufficient and re 
price of foreign coal was comparatively low in Shanghai, 
port, a sufficient quantity for the return voyage ; it is to this cause, that the decrease im the quantity of 
native coal exported from Hankow, mast be attributed. 
Hankow is furnished with coal, by the Hunan coal fields, the position of which, can be 
determined by a glance at any ordinary map. By following from its source, the river—the Hsiang 
Kiang—which rising in the Hsiao Ling mountains, flows northwards, until it reaches the Tung Ting 
Lake, the district city of Kiyang will be found situated, a short distance above the point, where the 
north-east corner of Kuangsi cuts into Hunan—bhere are the mines which supply the Yen Mei, or smoke 
coal ; proceeding north, we~reach the great maxt of Hsipng Tan, situated at the junction of two 
weaned streams with the Hsiang Kiang---the more westerly of these streams, flows past a city marked 
on the map, as the district city of Syang Syang, and it is in thie’ neighbourhood that the K’u Kuei or 
dry coal is produced; further north, two larger tributaries also from the west, swell the volume of the 
main river—thirty miles above their embouchures they unite, and at the point of union, is the district 
city ef Lyang, close to which, are the hills which yield the pai mei or white coal,—a description of 
anthracite. On the Yang Tzu, Capt. Blakiston saw no coal until he was forty miles beyond I Chang 
Fu,—that is to say, over 440 miles above Hankow. According to the Chinese, the coal produced in 
Sze-chuen, and the western port of Hu Pei, is inferior to that which comes from Hunan ; a statement, 
which would seem to be confirmed, by the fact of Capt. Blakiston seeing at Sha Shih,—about 190 miles 
above the outlet of the Tung Ting lake,—junks laden with Hunan coal, bound upwards, Many are of 


rular supplies of it, and as at the same time, the 
many steamers were induced to ship at that 


opinion, that eoal should be found must nearer to Hankow, and during the past two years, two foreign 
firms—one British and one American—have, with the greatest perseverance, been endeavouring to trace 
its existence, in the Ching Kou hills, ten miles above Hankow ; the British firm has, I hear, recently 


desisted, but the American firm still continues its researches. Many of the hills between Kiukiang and 
Hankow," present every, appearance of being rich in mineral treasures, more especially that fine range, 
which terminates eighty five miles below Hankow, in the picturesque bluff known as the Cock’s Hf 

All the unmanufactured copper, which leaves Hankow is shipped to Shanghai, and thence réshipped 
to Tientsin, under a contract, which has been entered into by a British firm, for the supply of the Peking 


mints. ‘The Letter description of copper comes from Yunnan, but the quantity which reaches Hankow™ 


from thet province has of late, greatly decreased, and copper is yearly becoming more scarce in this part 
of China. 

The exportation of rice, was finally prohibited§in March, 1863. The price had become so evhanced, 
owing to the large quantities shipped to Shanghai, that apprehensions of a dearth, began te be generally 
entertained by the [native inhabitants—apprehensions which certainly do not appear to® have been 
ill founded or premature, considering that over 91,000 peculs left Hankow one the first three months 
of the year. 

The Sze-chuen yellow silk, is principally reshipped from Shinghad to Canton, where it is employed 
in the manufacture of the piece goods, which are fabricated in that province. 

The export of tobacco leaf, during the past year is distinguished by a decrease of 4,761 peculs, 
whilst that of prepared tobacco shows are increase of 4,375 peculs. It is impossible to explain these, 
and similar fluctuations in other articles of produce, as the advancé or decline in the shipment.of these 
commodities, are altogether dependent on the quantities already in stock, and lecal circumstances, 
affecting the demand, and the general prosperity of the cities and districts, in which they are consumed. 

So long as Canton is declining, the export trade of Hankow will doubtless advance, but the 
advance is, 1 think, certain to cease, for a time at least, when Canton has fallen as low as it will fall. 
At present, no circumstances are likely to supervene, to create an increased demand at the open ports for 
miscellaneous articles of produce, nor, though I offer my opinion with diffidence, do these appear to be 
any symptoms of an increase in the demand for Chinese teas in England. “I am not forgetful of the fact, 
that tea is becoming more generally used in America, Australia, and most parts of Earope, but my 
impression is, that this extension in the consumption, will be neutalized by the growing popularity of 
Indian teas. 


SHIPPLN G.— It is hardly necessary to state, that the shipping on the Yang Tzu, consists principally of steamers 


plying regularly between Hankow and Shanghai, and making one or two trips a month. The tonnage of 
each vessel, is therefore included from twelve to twenty-fonr times, both in the tonnage of arrivals, and 
in the tonnage ef departures. 

In 1861, 401 vessels entered and departed, having an aggregate of 93.433 tons. Im 1862, 1,462 
vessels entered and departed, having an aggregate of 290,536 tons. In 1863, 1,033 vessels entered and 
depafted, having an aggregate of 395,312 tons. In 1864, 691 vessels entered and cleared, having an 
aggregate of 415,355 tons. 

The tonnage of British vessels which arrived at Hankow during the eight months of 1361, was 
21,551 tons; in 1862, it advanced to 52,831 tons; in 1863, it deereased 51,223 tons, whilst in 71864, it 
amounted to 59,744 tons. The tonnage of British vessels, whigh departed from Hankow during the eight 
months of 1861 was 24,316 tons; in 1862 it advanced to 65,647 tons; im 1863. it decreased to $3193 
tons, whilst in 1864 it amounted te 62,879 tons. 

This decline in the tonnage of arrivals and departures for 1863 as compared with 1862, was entirely 
owing to the decrease in the number of Hankow built junks, which left the port under the British flag. 
In 1861-62 the high rates of freight by steamers, and the fact that the demands for freight were in 
excess of the carrying capacity of the steamers then on the river, induced many merchants to build, 


purchase or charter junks, which they filled with their own cargo, and despatched to Shanghai, whilst — 
the ocenpation of Nanking by the rebels, and the generally disturbed state of the river, rendered the 
possession of a foreign flag, necessary to the Chinese junk owners, who were desirous of engaging in 
a legitimate trade between Hankow ard the lower ports. But, in 1863, the increased tonnage, and the 
more reasonable nature of the demands of river steamer owners, entirely put a stop to the transmission 


ef foreign © wned cargo in junks, and, taken in conjuction with the gta restoration of tranqmillity in 


= 


the eastern wie of the Yang Tzu, greatly reduced the quantity of Chinese owned eargo thus conveyed, 
It so chanced also, that of the petty merchants who had devoted themselves to acting as agents, and 
procuring foreign flags for Chinese junk owners, an American proved himself the most careful and 
trustworthy and eventually succeeded in 1363 in almost monopolizing the confidence of the owners and 
traders, who were still so conservative, as to prefer this tedious mode of transport, so that the majority of 
 junks which cleared from the port during that year, went to swell the American tonnage. I may here 


J'state, that the invariable excess in the tonnage of departures over the tonn we of arrivals, is owing to a 


great portion of these vessels, being disposed of at the port of destination, and never returning to Hankow, 

as the length of time occupied by the voyage, caused the dispatching of cargo up the river in junks un- 
remunerative, whilst the usually less bulky character of the commodities, rendered it easier to obtain 
freight in steanrers te, than from Hankow. In 1862, 130 junks of 6,400 tons arrived, and 342 junks of 
17,100 tons departed, under the British flag, whilst in 1363, but 8, of 400 tons arrived, and 86, of 4,637 
tons departed: In 1864, the number of junks which arrived under the British flag, was reduced to 2 of 
109 tons, and the number which cleared to 44 of 2,476 tons, and, unless half the steamers are swept off 
the river, 1865 will probably witness the departure from Hankow, of the last junk under a Foreign flag. 

The decrease in the Junk tonnage of 1864, was more than compensated for, by the increase in the 
tonnage of British merchant vessels, steamers and ships; the aggregute tonnage of arrivals and 
departures of British merchant vessels for 1863, exceeded the aggregate tonnage of arrivals and 
departures of the same closs of vessels in 1362, by only 4,901 tons, whilst the aggregate tonnaye for 1864, 
exceeded that for 1363 by 20,159 tons. 

1865 will certainly be distinguished by a much greater increase. During the principal portion of 
the” past year, there were Sut three steamers, on the Yang Tm, under the British flag, of which only one 
was over 1,000 tons; towards the end of November, a second large steamer was added, and there wil! 
probably be a third in the course of a few months. These three vessels alone, will represent a tonnage 
of 7,000 tons, and each will make the trip between Hankow and Shanghai regularly twice a month. At 
the present moment also, the tradition of certain obsolete regulations which delayed British steamers at 
Chinkiang, by compelling them to deposit their papers with H.B.M. Consul at that port, who then resided 
three miles below the anchorage, induces an English firm—the owners of one of the largest steamers on 
the river—to run her under American colours. The four steamers now plying under the British flag, 
were all constructed expressly for river navigation. Two were built in the ¢ ‘Iyde, ene in Ame rica, anil 
one in Shanghai. Of the two built in Scotland, one is a wooden vessel constructed on the American 
plan; the other is of iron, and is supposed to embody, al! the most recent improvements introduced by 
British builders, into vessels of this description—she has, I understand, proved very successful PR 
paring, not unfavourably, with the American boats, in regard to the all important points of speed 
moderate consumption of coal, and large carrying capacity in proportion to her size and draught of water 
The steamers built in America and Shanvhai 
houses on deck, &c., &c. 

In 1862, one sailing vessel of 352 tons; im 1863, four sailing vessels of 2,500 tons, and one steamer 
of 558 tons ; in 1864, five sailing vessels of 3. 0738 tons, and three steamers of 2,121 tons. clear@d direct 
for England from Hankow. These vessels were all under the British flag ug. There are some five or six 
British lerchas trading regularly between Hankow and Ningpo. 

The tonnage of American vessels, which urrived at Hankow, during the eight months of 1861, was 
19,178 tons; im 1862, it advanced to 79,882 tons; in 1363, it imereasod to 139,247 tons, and in 1864 to 
143,649 tons. 

The tonnage of American vessels which departed from Hankow during the eight months of 186: 
was 22,388 tons; in 1862, it advanced to $1,542 tons; in 1863, it increased to 147, 632 tons 
1864 to 150,382 tons. | | ; 

Most of the steamers, orders for the construction or purchase of which, were, in anticipation of the 
opening of the Yang Tzu, sent to America by American firms in 1860-61, made their appearance on the 
river, towards the end of 1862, and in the beginning of 1863, and thus sindiieed a sudden augmentation 
in the tonnage of the latter year, as compared with that of the preceding one. 

Three new Yang Tzu steamers under the American flag, each considerably over [,000 tens, reached 
China in 1864, but the increase in tonnage, which their arrival wou!d have created, was nullified by 
the loss during the same year, of three other steamers—the Fire Cracker, Chekiang, and J. T. Wright 


are on the American plan, with exposed beam, engines, 
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which were also plying under American colours. The Fire Cracker was lost on the Lee rock between 
Hankow and Kiukiang in the month of February—the J. T. Wright was wrecked on the Lang Shan 
crossing between Chinkiang and Shanghai, dering the great typhoon of July—-and the Chekiang was 
destroyed by tire, when lying alongside of the SReemerhce: Seer Navigation Comparry’s wharf at Hankow, 
curing the night of the 7th of August, Moreewer, ene of the three new steamers, was, after having made 


a few trips, withdrawn, in order that certain defeets in her comstrection might be remedied, and she isnow ,. 


undergoing extensive alterations at Shanghai. She will dewlbtless return on the river in the course of a‘ 
iew months, and her reappearanee, together with the arrival of two other steamers, one of which is now 
at Shanghai, whilst the other is, temporarity renmming ea the Canton river, will, of course, increase the 
American tonnage during the present year. It iste be hoped, there will be a propertionate growth in 
the quantity of imports and exports. 

There are now six steamers plying “regularly between Hiamkow and Shanghai under American flag, 
of which two are screw vessels, and four paddle wheel. In comparing the tonnage of Americap steamers 
with that of British steamers, it should always be berme im mind that the most valuable portion of the 
cargoes carried by the furmer, is the property ef British merchants. 


_ In the tonnage of junks, which cleared from, Hankew ander the American flag, 1863 exceeded 2862 
by 5,509 tons, whilst 1864 was distinguished by a decrease as compared with 1363 of 6,333 tons. The 
tonnage of American junks which arrived at; Hamkow decliwed from 1,928 tons in 1862 to Loo tons: in 
1863, and 87 tons in 1864. The advance im the tonnage of Ameriow junks, which cleared from 
Hankow in 1863, aud the excess in the tonnage ef "depeutaces, ower that of arrivals, have already been 
explained by me. * 

The number of lorchas under the’ Ameficam fag, is about the same as that under the British flag ; 


they also trade between Hankew and Ningpe. Ne Anenican weasels have ever cleared for the United 
States or England. 


The tonnage of French vessels, bide arrived at Hamkow during the eight months of 1861, was 634 
tons ; in 1862, it advanced te 2,040 ; im 1363 it decreased te 657 toms, and in 1864, no French vessels 
arrived in Hankow,. The tonnage of French vessels which departed from Hankow during the eight 
months of 1861, was 1,054 tons ; in 1962, it adwanced te 6.754 tems ; im 1363, it decreased to 2,360 tons; 
and in 1864, te 769 tons. 

The French flag, from the’ first, was solely, represemted by janks.and lorchas, and its almost entire 
disappearance from the river, has been the natural resedt of the gradual extinction of the trade carried 
on by these vessels. In the early days, trade om the Yang Tra, was not confined to the three open ports, 
so strictly as it now is. Large gains were to be made, by carrying produce of different descriptions, 
between the various tewns on the river, some of which were stil im the hands of the rebels, whilst 
ethers had recent!y been recaptured by the Iupertalists, amd lorchas offered many facilities for engaging in 
this traffic, not possessed by larger vessels, which were, mereover, beyond the means of most of the men 
who too part in it. Those were the days, in whieh the arms trade at Nanking flourished, and lorchas 
from their speed, size, and armament, were the” fiwecriie vessels of the dealers in these profitable 
commodities ; wh) were, also, it is to be feared, net umacqeainted with other even more lawless purposes, 
to which a well armed lorcha might then be turmed. These adwenturers were men of every nation, and 
elaimed in turn the pretection, of every flag, ara their disappearance on the restoration. of tranquillity, 
and the exercise of a greater vigilance by local officials, hus been one of the most satifactory features of 
the last twa years. 7 
: Two Russian vessels of an aggregute tonnage of g2o tems, arrived at and departed fram Hankew in. 
186n ; the sume two vessels again arrived and again departed im 1862. Since that date, the Russian flag 
has vanished from the river. In 16a, three Portuguese vessels of $54 tons, one Dutch vescal of 285, 
tons, and one Danish vessal of 234 tons arrived at Hamkow ; the Portaguese and Dutch vessels departed. 
d-tring the same year—the Danish vessel im 1362. In November, 186n,the Yang $T'm was closed to 

vessels appertaining to the nen-treaty powers, by am erder, peoiubming their receiving river passes, which 
was issued by the superintendent of trade at the southern ports. I the spring of last year, although the 
Danish treaty had not yet been ratified, the Damish fag reappeared on the river, under the special 
urrangement made at Tientsin, by the Denish emvey extraordimary, in July, 1863. It was represented. 
by a brig of 216 tons, which brought a cargo of lead and pepper from Singapore.

The average rate of freight, so far as I can learn, per ton of 40 cubic feet, from and to Shanghai by 
river steamers has been as follows, since the opening of the port. Im 1861, taels iq from Shanghai, 
and taels 20 to Shanghai ; in 1862, taels 8 from Shanghai, and taels 7.25 to Shanghai ; in 1863, taels 4.3 
from Shanghai, and taels 3.5 to Shanghai ; in 1364, taels 5 from Shanghai, and taels 2.4 to Shanghai. 
The higher rate in 1869, of freight from Hankow to Shanghai, is attributable to the more bulky 
| of Hankow articles of produce in proportion to their value, as compared with articles of import, 
hich, so long as the tonnage was. insufficient, rendered it—as I have already explained in referring te 
another subject —more difficult to ébtain freight to, than from Shanghai ; with the increase in the 
nutber of steamers, this ceased to have effect, and the reversal of the comparative heaviness in the 
rates.of freight, was the natural result of the greater length of time occupied by the journey up the river. 
At the present moment, the various steamers are running under an arrangement, which binds the 
_ Owners, not to accept less than taels 6 per ton from Shanghai, and taels 4 to Shanghai, during the 
* Winter, and taels 5 from Shanghai, and taels 3 to Shanghai, during the remainder of the year. That 
freights should have declined, does not seem surprising, when it is recollected, that, whilst the gross 
valne of the trade of the port has not been tripled since 1861, the aggregate tonnage in 1864, is nearly 
five times as large as it was during the former year. 
The freight by steamers and sailing vessels direct to England, ranges from 1o guineas per ton for 
steamers, and /8 for sailing vessels, at the commencement of the season, to £6.10, and /5 towards the 
close. 


VE WITH THE INTERIOR.—The river Han,—or Han Shui,—Han water, as the Chinese call it,—which 


gives its name to Hankow, takes its own from Han Chung Fu in the south east of Shénsi, close to which, 
Goo miles above Hankow, it first expands into a stream of importance. Although at Hankow deep, 
narrow, and impetuous, about thirty miles above its mouth, it entirely changes it character, becoming 
wide, and comparatively shallow; still, it is certainly navigable for the smaller class of river steamers, 
as far as Hsiang Yang—probably even farther. Han Chung Fu itself and the adjacent districts, fell 
into the hands of the Tai Ping rebels, about three years ago, and do not, as yet, appear to have recovered 
from the effects of their presence, although recaptured in November or December, 1863. Lower down, 
about half way between Han Chung and Hankow, are famous cities of Hsiang Yang and Fan Chéng, 
facing each other—Hsiang Yang on the southern bank, and Fan Chéng on the northern. Fan Chéng is 
the stage on the great western route from Canton to Peking, at which boats are finally given up, and 
land carriage had recourse to. . It is resorted to by traders from Shénsi, Shansi, Honan, and Pechili, and 
will if the chronic disturbances which have afflicted two of these provinces cease, become one of the 
chief outlet for the foreign imports which find a depét in Hankow. - 

Sha Shih im western Hu Pei, Chung Ching in Sze-chuen, Chang Sha al Hsiang Tan to the south 
of the Tung Ting lake in Hunan, are the other great marts whieh draw their supplies from Hankow. Sha 
Shih is following the course of the Yang Tm—-about 340 miles, and Chung Ching about 820 miles 
distant from Hankorr; in the summer time, creeks, which however are only navigable for the sanaller class 
of boats, are said to furnish a perfect communication with Sha Shih, and to lessen the distance by one 
half. Hsiang Tan is about 300 miles distant from Hankow ; Chang Sha is a little to the north of Hsiang 
Tan and consequently nearer. Of these Hsiang Tan is by far the most important ; three fourths of the 
foreign goods despatched into the interior under transit pass, are destined for it. 

The transit regulations came into force at this port in March, 1863, and have proved a complete 
success ; the trifling difficulties which have arisen, being owing either to the misconduct or folly of the 
Cantonese in charge, or to the stupidity of some small official. The simple pass issued by this office, has 
been formed sufficient to protect, and io free from all inland exactions, foreign goods going to, and native 
produce coming ffm, Chung Ching in Sze-chuen, a distance, —as I have already said—of over 800 miles. 
Foreigr merchants, as yet, however, avail themselves of the transit system to but a limited extent. In 
1863, only 80,438 pieces of cotton fabrics were forwarded to the interior under Transit Pass,- whilst the 
entire quantity imported amounted to 436,397 pieces; in 1864, the quantity imported decreased to 300,056 
pieces, and the quantity transmitted under Transit Pass to the interior, was reduced to $7,300 pieces. 
Again, in 1863, 305,131 peculs of tea, brick tea, &c., were exported, of which only 55,450 peculs were 
brought down in the name of foreign merchants; whilst of the 297,227 peculs, which left Hankow in 1864, 
but pose peculs were covered by Transit Passes,—-which seems still more strange, when it is recollected, 

that unprotected tea is subject to an additional war tax of two mace per chest. Many merchants are, 


however, of opinion. that, whilst the buying of tea in Hankow affords the advantage of a langer selection, 
the additional is a minor evil, compared with the risk and uncertainty as te quality, attendent on 
the purchasing of it in the interior. I do not, therefore; at present anticipate amy great development 
of the transit system, so far as exports are concerned, with imports the case. is different ; 1965 is already 
distinguished by a great advance as compared with 1864 in the number of foreign goods transit passes 
which have been granted, and the increase will doubtless continue, so long as the land taxes on 
these commodities, are, as they now are, so much heavier than the dues preseribed by treaty. q 

Chinese, usually Cantonese, are invariably placed in charge of foreign owned gowds protected by 
Transit Pssses. These men are not over scrupulous, and are. oecasionally detected in attempts, at 
smuggling, whilst despite the published regulations, many officials in the imterior, are still wrable to 
reconcile the fact of a native being in charge, with the alleged foreign ownership of the goods, and are 
disposed to consider the transit pass as a document. obtained under false pretences by seme forei.mer for 
the Chinese, to enable the latter to evade the taxes, to which, he is legally liable. tis to be hoped, 
that this impression will gradually die away ; thongh, I fear, that it is not altogetger without foundation. 
In any case, it is impossible to make use of foreigners as agents in the interior. Bindless troubles and 
complications would be generated, unless the men who filled the position, were possessed of great self 
restraint, were thoroughly trustworthy, and were acquainted with the speken lmguage—three qualities 
which are rarely found in the class of foreigners, who would accept of such employment, 

There are about nine Russian merchants resident at this port, all speaking and reading Chinese, who 
proceed every spring into the country, with a view to the purchase of tea. : 

Some of the larger British firms have Cantonese regularly established as their agents at Yo Chon, 
Sha Shih, and Chung Ching. 


GENERAL REMARKS.—-The two past years will hardly be regarded as bright ones, im the commercial annals of — 


the port. Miscellaneous articles of produce are principally Chinese owned, amd tea bas resulted in 
enormous losses, whilst the high prices, existing stecks, and disturbed state of the neighbouring districts, 
prevented any compensatory development of the import trade. Moreover, formidable @pponents have 
arisen in the persons of Chinese, who forward foreign imports from Shanghai te Hamkow, where, owing 
to their having no expensive establishments to maintain, they can undersell the foreign merchant. _ The 
facilities also offered by banks and certain commission houses, enable the Cantonese te compete With the 
foreigner in the tea market. Still, the extent to which the Chinese can carry their competition either 
in imports or exports, is but limited. In the absence of unforeseen disasters, 1365 will doubtless be 
distinguished by an increased demand for piece goods and opium, and by a prepertionate gain to the 
importers ; and, if merchants will but display sufficient resolution im refusing te pay wareasenable prices 
for tea, the export trade will possibly be relatively profitable, The high prices offered se willingly by 
exporters, have resulted in tea~men paying proportionately high prices to the growers, and neither tea- 
men nor growers will submit patiently to a reduction ; but submit they must, as the retaining the tea in 
their hands, will be productive of more loss and inconvenience to them, tham the net parchasing it will 
be to the foreigner. 

Some enthusiasts still cry for the opening of Yo Chou on the Tung Ting lake. It is difficalt to see, 
how this step would cause the reduction of a single cash in the cost of tea. Transit dues would still 
have to be paid, and the only existing expense which would be avoided, would be that of conveying the 
tea in native boats from the neighbourhood of Yu Chou to Hankow-——a saving which would, I think, 
be counterbalanced, by the higher rates of freight demanded by steamers, by the large expenditure into 
which merchants are compelled to enter on establishing themselves at a new pert, amd by the pernament 
additional outlay, which the maintainance of their establishments would invelve. The beneficial effect 
of opening fresh ports, will always be more apparent, in increasing the demand for imports, than in 
reducing the price of exports. The opening of Yo Chou, would have neither one effvet or the other,—-it 
is no resort of traders, and foreign goods are never despatched to it for sale; if Hisiame Tam, or Sha 
Shih, were the ports referred to, the case would be different,—the former elfget would ere long be 
perceptible. : : 

The Chinese have a proverb that, “in Hankow, ten square feet of ground, are more valuable than” 
“a cubic inch of pure: gold,” and foreigners have certainiy acted, as though ther belierad i implicitly. 
In the palmiest days of old Hankow, the native town extended over bat a small pertzem af the upper 
part of the present British concession, whilst land, for more than a mile bevond its lewer Jimiix, is now

ana. Rapa tite se te ae ; whilst the depressing effect of the losses of the 
Just two years, has prevented the realization of other expectations. Much foreign owned property,—all 
fact below the defence wall,—is at present unsaleable, whilst the remainder—with the exception 
perhaps of that portion of the concession which possesses river frontage—has considerably Meyeneinted 
itt. value. | 

I see by a report ‘ti by Mr, Consul Gingell in Dene 1861, that there were then about forty 
foreign residents at Hankow ; the foreign population now amounts,—so far as I can ascertain,—to one 
hundred and fifty, of whom one hundred and three are British, twenty three American, fifteen French, aud 
nine Russian. There are four foreign banks established here: ‘The Chinese officials made last year, an 
attempt at a census of the native fixed population, which they reckoned at five hundred and fifty 
thousand ; these figures are, I know, under the ordinary estimate, but the size and population of Hankow 
have always been exaggerated. The native town is after all, but a narrow strip, extending hardly two 
miles along the northern bank of the Han, and comprising within its boundaries, not a little vacant 
ground. 

The past year, will always be memorable amongst the Chinese, on account of the completion of the 
Defence wall, the great fire which laid waste a tract over a quarter of a mile square in the wealtheist 
part of the city, and the extreme lowness of the mver. The defence wall is four miles long, and with 
the parapet, eighteen feet high. The wall itself is thirteen feet high, and is constructed of stone ; the 
parapet is built of brick,—the building of the wall occupied ten months, and the entire cost was taels 
250,000. Itruns. from the Han to the Yang Tzu, commencing at the back of the native town, and 
joining the Yang Tzu, about a quarter ofa mile below the British concession. It has had a most 
beneficial effect, in reassuring the people, and in preventing those panics, which usually seize then in the 
spring and autumn, on the advance of the Nien Fei from Honan. 

All traces of the fire have now disappeared, and, in many instances, houses of a better description 
have replaced those which were destroyed. 

One of the most gratifying features of the past year, has been the arrival of many wealthy Chinese 
—-principally natives of Shansi,—who have come to take wp their permanent residence at the port 

The renewed prosperity which has’ distinguished the opening of the present year, should teach 
those, who were disposed to attach ymdue importance to the depression of the previous one, that a port 
like Hankow, cannot always advance with. equally rapid strides, and that an apparent stagnation, should 
not be regarded, as a proof that progress has been finally arrested, or as an indication of decay. 
| Those, who are best acquainted with the early history of the other and older ports, will ever be the 
last to form such an opinion.

The export of Tea has declined considerably, showing a a falling off, of peculs $ $7,239.22, is compared 
with the previous year. 

Apprehensions are entertained that the native dealers will in future forward large quantities of Tea, 
which used formerly to find an outlet here, to Ningpo vid Hangchow, that being an easier route, and 
Ningpo probably affording a better market than this has hitherto proved. 

Paper, formerly an article of considerable importance as an export, is now qniy shipped in small 
quantities, compared with the previous year, and the trade in it is rapidly diminishing.

Referring to the 4th and concluding paragraph of your circular despatch, No. 3 of 1865, I have 
now the honor to forward you the few following remarks relating to the returns of trade of this port for 
the year 1864. Owing to the altered form of these returns, it is difficult to make any minute comparison 
between the trade of this place during 1864 aud that of the previous years,—more especially as the 
Customs’ Returns for 1863 only relate to the 9 months of that year during which the Office of Maritime 
Customs was in existence. That there has been, however, a considerable increase in the value of the 
trade, during the past year, there can be no doubt. 

Looking back but very few years. to the time when the only business done here (by Sieclanann’ wes 
by means of one or two agents of firms in the south, who, residing on board ship, transacted business 
with the shore on a very limited and cautious scale; looking back to this time, some five years since, 
and now turning to the tables of these returns, wherein is given the total value (Taels 5,804,142) of the 
trade of the port during 1864—some idea may be formed of its development. The removal of the 
restriction as to export of Peas and Beancakes in foreign ships, has, of course, had much to do with the 
present comparative prosperity of the place. These are the only articles of export of any importance, 
in amount. 

With regard to Peas, which appear in these returns as exports, it should be observed that they are 
actually re-exports, being brought here from Newchwang in Junks, and are here trans‘tipped on boar’ 
foreign vessels for conveyance to the Southern ports--Canten (through Hongkong) taking the large 
quantity. 

W hen these Peas are crushed into Cakes (Beancak: they are « xported to Swatow, at which por 
they are used as manure for the sugar crops. The number of mills employed in the manufacture | 
these cakes, is considerable. The process is slow and simple. A huge stone wheel, (to a pole passing 
through the centre of which a mule is harnessed,) crushes the peas as it passes round a circular narrow 
causeway, into which they have been thrown These, Ln thew eTu hed condition, are packed in moulds 
and placed in press, whence they are extracted freed of the oil, which has passed into the receptacle 
prepared for it. 

Another article of export during the past year has been Cotton. The trade, however, in this article, 
has been of an exceptional character. Before the breaking out of the war in America, this province took 
a considerable quantity of Cotton from the more southerly ports of China, the grain crops being found, 
at that time, more profitable. Since then, however, the price having advanced to such an extent, a 
larger tract of country has been devoted to the growth of this article. During the spring of 1864, some 
60,000 peculs were shipped hence—but at the close of the year, the greater portion of the supply 
expected from the interior was diverted to Tientsin. Ax to the characteristics of this Cotton, it seems 
to be favorably spoken of in England in point of appearance, but not so as to staple, which is shorter 
than that of the Shanghai cotton, or quality, which is poor. It nay be concluded that on the cessation 
of hostilities in America, the trade in this article, as far as regards the supply from the north of China, 
will be at an end, and the lands, now under cultivation, will speedily revert to the production of their 
original crops. 

A large quantity ‘of Medicines is exported hence, the province and neighbourhood producing a 
great variety. 

The quantity of Silk shipped is utterly unimportant. It can rarely be bought at such a price as te 
make it a profitable speculation in the European market

I observed that the Junks remained some ten days longer in the river than Foreign vessels. 
H. E. Pao, the Superintendent, left Ying-tsz on the 26th insiant, although had the condition of the 
roads been better he would have gone on the 23rd. He has gone vid Mougden to Shan Hai-kwan; and 
taken with him an unusually large mounted escort. 

The disturbed state of this province, its want of Government, and consequent absence of security 26 
life and ‘property, are great obstacles to the extension of Foreign trade. At present trade is a bargain 
all on one side. The Producer sells his produce but buys no’ equivalent in return. A lange amount ef 
cheap freight is used to carry it away, and the Ship-owner gets.employment for his ships although of an 
inferior kind. But the Exporter finds the balance of trade against him, as, after purchasing and shipping 
produce, the producer takes off no proportionate amount of imports in return. This may be partly 
owing to the high price of Cotton Goods as well as the lawless condition of the province above referred to. 

On the whole, I should say the general trade next year is not likely to fail below this year’s, and if 
any change in the class of persons engaged in it takes place, it will be a decrease in the Foreign and an 
increase in the number of Native firms. 

For more detailed particulars I have the honor to refer you to the Returns themselves, which were 
despatched two days ago to the Commissioner at Shanghai; Mr. Garpyer, who has now gone on a visit 
to Peking, having kindly taken charge of them with a promise to forward them from thence.

SiR, 

I had at first intended to send a statement 
similar to the one I now address to you, to the Secre- 
tary of State. The matter is one in which you ex- 
pressed much interest, when we were consulting 
about it here, and it was concluded that | should 
hand the statement to you, and that you should 
bring it to notice in the appropriate quarters. 
Such course [ find to be the more desirable 
since my time will allow me to do no more than 
offer a summary of what I wish to say, and since 
many things may be explained by you, or urged by 
you, with greater force than by me. If, moreover, 
this may be considered as an acknowledgment of the 
interest which you have heretofore taken in Consular 
matters in China, and of the consideration which 
you have extended to the Consuls, it will serve 
another purpose which will be gratifying to me. 

The statement is designed to point out what 
appropriations by the Government are needed im- 
mediately in order that the Consulates may be made 
comparatively efficient. It is offered with some 
degree of confidence as founded upon my experience 
in ‘Shanghai for four years, two as Consul and two 
as Consul General. 


[2] 

In the outset I will touch upon the inadequacy of 
existing provisions, and upon the basis of my re- 
commendations. I will then offer my recommenda- | 
tions, successively, concerning the appropriations : 
needed for Consuls, for Clerks, for Interpreters, for 
Jails, and for Offices. | 
Remarks concerning the inadequacy of existing pro- ; 

visions. 

lst.—In 1856 there were five ports in China at 
which foreigners were at liberty to reside and to 
carry on trade. Congress in that year made certain 
provisions for the Consular Establishment in this 
Empire, which are shown in the Table No. 1, 
appended. 

2nd.—Since that date the progress of foreign 
commerce has been very marked. As an illustration 
it may be noted that there are now seventeen open 
ports, and that foreigners have access under a system 
of passports to all parts of the Empire. In 1856 
the value of the trade of Shanghai, (exclusive of 
opium, ) was $28,056,586.94; in 1864, $70,411,865, 
and the trade at this port, as that of a Commercial 
Centre, indicates fairly the general tendency. 

8rd.—Since 1856 the provision for one of the 
old ports, Ningpo, has been taken away and salaried 
Consuls, only, provided for two other ports, Swatow 
and Chinkiang. 

Nothing more has been done, excepting that the 
appropriations for Interpreters, &c. have been shifted 


ow 


around according to the exigencies of the service. 7 
The provisions as they now stand are shown in . 


Table No. 2. 
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*4th.—Starting with the assumption that the pro- 
visions made in 1856 were tolerably judicious, it 
remains only to compare the tables Nos. 1 and 2, to 
enforce the conclusion that the existing appropria- 
tions are unsatisfactory and inadequate. 

This demonstration of a very important point is 
perhaps as clear as I could make it by entering 
into an array of statistics. If such be wanted the 
archives of the State Department will be found to 
contain them in an available form. 

Remarks concerning the basis of the recommendations 
about to be made. 

5th.—Without expressing a high degree of admi- 
ration for the schedule of 1856, I may say that it 
is at all events valuable as indicating the rate of pay 
which has been given heretofore to the Consuls in 
China. 

That this is not too high, Lasight bring a mass of 
evidence to show, but the simple fact that at such 
rate the Government has had difficulty in keeping 
the Consulates filled, will be more suggestive than 
any thing else which can be offered. Of the four 
Consuls sent to China at the beginning of Mr. 
Lincoln’s Administration, I was the only one who 
found a regular Officer to relieve, and of the four, 
I am the ‘only one who has remained here. I 
shall not therefore enter into any statement of the 
peculiar duties of Consuls in China, or of the high 
rates of living and other expenses here, or of the 
nature of the climate at the ports, points concerning 
which moreover, if it shall be necessary, you w ill be 
able to speak with all requisite force. 


| 4 
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6th.—There are certain anomalies however in the 
schedule of 1856, which | propose to avoid. Thus 
this may be laid down as a certainty, that a 
Consulate in China without the means of commu- 
nication with the Chinese, or without a bailiff to 
execute the orders of the Court, or a lockup for 
offenders, is an absurdity. It is because we have 
had too many such Consulates, that we have found 
the evil-doers in China, patronizing the American 
name, that one man, a British subject, was hung as 
un American, and another such, only saved hanging 
by suicide. I propose therefore to avoid leaving 
any of the offices without the means of communica- 
tion with the Chinese, or without Constables and 
lockups, as was done under the schedule of 1856. 
And I propose also, to adapt means to the ends to 
be accomplished, better than was done in that 
schedule. Thus it was not exactly logical to sup- 
ply -some of the offices, each: with a Marshal: at 
$1,000 a year and a Jail at $600, allowing only 
$800 for wages of jail-keeper and cost of provid- 
ing for prisoners; which is im effect, as $600 is 
but fair pay for a keeper, granting $200 for the 
cost of providing for prisoners, against $2,200 for 
arresting, lodging and watching them. 

7th.—With such changes as are manifestly de- 


sirable on the score of efficiency and economy, I. 


shall, however, make my schedule simply a develop- 
ment of the schedule of 1856. This I do with the 
object of securing; more readily, the assistance which 
is needed immediately; for [ do not wish to be 


thought to declare that such assistance will afford 
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u® more than a comparatively efficient Consular 
Establishment here., There are radical faults in our 
system, which even now are recognized, and of which 
the heretofore unmarked anomalies of the schedule 
of 1856 are suggestive. 

Sth.—To render elear the method I have pursued 
in dey eloping the schedule of 1856, I have arranged 
the ports in schedule No.d, in classes. 

This arrangement indicates, approximately, the 
relative importance of the ports in a commercial 
point of view, but it is designed particularly to in- 
dieate the relativ e needs of the Consulates. Thus as 
commercial cities, neither Ningpo nor Chinkiang 
would deserve to be ranked before Kiukiang; yet, 
owing to circumstances of location, Ningpo as near 
Shanghai and a favorite resort of bad characters, 
and Chinkiang as the lowermost port of the 
tze river, they need more efficient Co : 
lishments. 1 may remark that I have g@jftted entire- 
ly five ports which are yet of too Inconsiderable 
importance to warrant the recommendation of any 
expenditure on their account. This brings me to 
Remarks concerning the appropriations needed for the 

salaries of Chigf Consular officers. 

Sth.—For thf salary of the Consul General at 
Shanghai, I recommnend the appropriation of $7,500. 
The justice of this recommendation may be seen, 
partially, by a comparison of the commercial import- 
ance of the port with that of various other leading 
ports of the world, as imdicated so far as concerns 
us now, with some degree of accuracy in the Con- 
sular reports of the arrivals of American vessels. 
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The following is prepared from the Book of Com- 
mercial Relations for 1862, showing the arrivals 
for the year ended September 30th, 1862,—

The salaries given are—at Shanghai $4,000, at 
Calcutta $5,000, at Havre, Havana and Rio Janeiro 
$6,000, at London and Liverpool $7,500. In this 
connection I have to remind you of a letter from the 
merchants of Shanghai, transmitted by you to the 
Department of State in 1863. 

10th.—My recommendations for the ports of 
classes 2 and 3 are—for the former $4,000 and for 
the latter $3,000 a year. This is so manifestly 
fair, having im view the old schedule, that it is not 
necessary to offer any remarks. 

11th.—For the ports of class 4 we should hardly 
be able to secure so’aried officers, who would be 

likely to be useful and permanent, at a less rate of 
pay than I have recommended for the Consuls of 
class 3, Under existing circumstances, so great an 
outlay would not be desirable. 1 should therefore 
recommend the Government to trust to merchant 
Consuls at those points for the present, granting to 
them, however, a certain amount of assistance whieh 
will be pointed out further on (vide paragraphs 14 
and 21). 


a A 
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Ramarks concerning appropriations for Consular 
Clerks. 

12th.—I may remark that my recommendations 
do not contemplate the appointment of special Clerks 
for China, and that I shall leave in your hands 
the very important subject of the appointment of 
Student Interpreters. An allotment, for immediate 
service in China, of three of the thirteen Clerks 
already provided for by Congress, might not be con- 
sidered excessive, and if such allotment should be 
made, the disposal of them might justly be made as 
shown in the schedule. The assistance which may 
be received from the Interpreters, at the ports of 
class 2, (vide paragraph 14,) will perhaps suffice 
for a few years yet, and at the ports of class 3, 
there is hardly sufficient work to be done beyond © 
the abilities of the principal officers, to render it ne- 
cessary to allow Clerks.. Lest there may stand an 
appearance of selfishness in my recommendation, 
I would again eall your attention to the letter 
referred to in paragraph 9. 
Remarks concerning the appropriations needed for 

Interpreters and Cost of Interpretations. 

13th.—For the salary of the Interpreter at Shang- 
hai, I recommend the appropriation of $2,500. His 
duties are extensive and difficult. You are aware 
that he acts as an assessor in the Chinese Courts, in 
eases where-Citizens of the United States are con- 
cerned in actions, civil or criminal, aguinst Chinese. 
By local regulations, his dissent from the judgment 
of the Magistrate gives the complainant the right of 
appeal, and the dissent of the Consul in the higher

( our? aives the right Of Apped il awain to the High 
\uthorities at Pek me. 

[he Interpreter now sits with the Magistrate 
twice each week, and usually a large pertier of the 
lay 1s thus consumed. It is his duty also to con- 
duct pr ehminary exaininations in cases of complaints 
made by ¢ Yhinese : against our own people. He must 
ittend the Court on trial of like cases, and when- 
ver there are native witnesses to be examined. All 
these duties. in addition to those ot conducting the 
correspondence with the native officials, quite fill up 
the time of the present excellent officer. The man- 
ner, in which such work may be performed, will 
always go far to determine the nature of our re ‘la- 
tions with the Author: ities. 

14th.—At the ports of class 2, 1 recommend that 
provisions should be made for Chavtniastoned Inter- 
preters at the old rate of $1,500 a yeareach. The 
time and services of these whe i should be con- 
sidered as belonging to the Government, and they 
shoyld be instructed to assist the Chief Consular 

cer in such duties as he may assign to them. In 
case of the sickness or absence of the Chief officer, 
they should assume charge of the Consulate until the 
receipt of instructions from the Consul General. 
With such duties the above rate of pay may be con- 
sidered as the very lowest which should be given. 
15th.—For the ports of class 3, it is hardly neces- 
sary to appoint full salaried Interpreters, and the 
course which I recommend is to fix specific allow- 
ances for the cost of Interpretations, which may 
be drawn against by the several Consuls as may be. 


i 9] 


. I have estimated that $750 a year for 
each port would suffice. So much might not in 
fact be required, but I think that the seale may 
very well be fixed according to my recommendn- 
tion. The accounts of the Consuls would be liable 
to be checked in this office and, of course, to audit at 
the Treasury. Disproportioned outlays would very 
readily point out abuses. 

16th.—For the ports of class 4, [ recommend the 
allowance of $500, under this headineachcase. The 
foregoing remarks, mutatis mutandis, will also apply 
here. It may be questioned whether an allowance 
for an Interpreter should be granted to a Merchant 
Consul, and such course is certainly not sunctioned 
by the custom im other countries. I[t is hardly 
necessary to point ont, that a very exceptional stafe 
of affairs exists here: A Consul in China who has 
anything at all to do, will find it necessary to 
communicate with the native Authorities. These 
officials are so numerous and so anxious for dis- 
tinction, that they talk and write excessively. A 
Merchant Consul must have a degree of patience 
to listen to them at all, and a still greater degree of 
disinterested benevolence to pay out of his own funds, 
for all the talk and writing about matters which do 
not concern him as an individual, but which not un- 
frequently, may merit his careful attention as a 
Consul. I think therefore, that you will approve 
this recommendation. 
Remarks concerning appropriations needed to defray 
expenses for Constables and care of offenders in 
China. 
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-17th.—It seems desirable to make the appropria- 
tions for Constables, for rentals of jails, for care of 
offenders, &c. under one general head, rather than 
to divide them as heretofore ihto unwieldy parts. 
The Consuls may then draw against their several 
allotments for such purposes of the — and to 
such extent as may prove to be necessa: 

18th.—In this way one source of expense will be 
done away with—the Marshals. The only useful 
men of the kind who have been appointed heretofore, 
have been selected on the spot. The persons who 
have been sent from home at much expense, have 
either found the service distasteful, or proven utterly 
unfitted for its peculiar duties. The amounts given 
to such officers would, under the arrangement I 
propose, defray the total expense for Constables, &c. 
likely to be incurred at the respective ports, except- 
ing Shanghai, to which they are now allotted. 

L9th.—lL recommend the establishment of a Gen- 
eral Prison for United States convicts in China, at 
Shanghai. Such Prison would be more economical, 
relatively, and more secure, than the petty jails 
which must otherwise be established. This: would 
be true for obvious reasons. Shanghai seems to be 
the appropriate point for it, as it is central and in 
more frequent communication with the other ports. 

20th.— The amount reqnired io support the Gen- 


eral Prison would be, say, $10,000 a year, to cover 


rental, hire of keepers, transportation of prisoners, 
cost of food, fuel, clothing, medical attendance, &c. 
That this large sum is not excessive, will be indi- 
cated by my statement, that for the year ended 30th 
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Jinne last, the expense of the jail in use at this port, 


not including Marshal’s salary, was $4,066.94. The 
number of prisoners in a General Prison, would pro- 
bably range from 50 to 100. The rental might be 
set down at $2,000-a year, and the wages of keepers 
at $2,000 more, leaving, say $6, 000, to defray 
general expenses, and cost of transporting prisoners. 
The latter outlays should be paid here on the cer- 
tificates of the Consuls sending them forward. 

21st.—At most of the ports it would not be 
found necessary to rent and support special jails, 
as those of other nationalities might be used for the 
temporary confinement of criminals. I estimate 
the allowance which should be made for the ports 
of class 2, at $1,000 each, for the ports of class 3, 
at §750 each, and for the ports of class 4, at $500 
each. It will be a matter readily determined, from 
year to year, whether such allowances will be satis- 
factory. | 
Remarks concerning appropriations needed to defray 

expenses for rentals of offices. 

22nd. is to allow an 
amount, not to exceed ten per centum, on the sala- 
ries of all the commissioned officers in each office. 
I think this will accord with the spirit of the Act 
of 1856, (vide section 22nd). In commercial Con- 
sulates the Consul, and one or two Clerks perhaps, 
compose the whole force of the establishment. 
Here where the Chief officer is to be accomodated, 
and an Interpreter, and a Constable, and perhaps 
one or more Clerks, and actions at law are to be 
heard, roomy offices are very essential. 
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Remarks in Renew. « 

23rd.—The total amount of my recommenda- 
tions for all branches of the Consular Establishment 
in China is $68,650, or an average for twelve ports 
of $5,720.83. The amount of the appropria- 
tions for the five ports in 1856 was $33,350, or an 
average of 6,670. 

This result is the more satisfactory since the 
average importance of the twelve ports, is far above 
that of the old ports, in 1856. 

I think therefore, that I may claim that my 
schedule looks to a comparatively economical estab- 
lishment. It may be additional evidence on this 
“point to state the fact, that the cost of the British 
Consular Establishment at this port alone, is at least 
$75,000 per year, or more than the outlay which 
I recommend for all China. 

24th.—I might leave my subject here, but I wish 
to add a word upon a point, which should be spoken 
of in season and out ofseason. Imeanthepractice — 
which has heretofore periodically ejected from the —_ 
Consulates, the men who have been in them just | 
long enough, perhaps, to understand fairly the duties 
of their positions. I would be glad to have Con- 
gress secure the opinion upon this head of the Fifth 
Auditor of the Treasury, who has charge of the 
greater portion of the Consular accounts. It may 
be suggestive to learn from him, how many Consuls 
make up their accounts in a fairly satisfactory form, 
and of such how long they were in learning this 
elementary part of their werk. He may also, per- 
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haps, state, approximately, the average term for 
which Consuls remain in office. 

And if it be the case, as I think it will be found, 
that but very few of the Consuls manage this part of 
their work satisfactorily, a very pertinent com- 
mentary is afforded, regarding the manner in which 
they are likely to manage their duties of a more 
responsible character. 

25th.—But if it be desirable to have experienced 
Consular officers generally, how much more are they 
needed in countries where the United States holds 
an intercurrent jurisdiction. If it should be said 
that our Government has planted in China, for 
instance, several colonies, our people would appre- 
ciate the significance of the statement. This is in 
effect what has been done, and yet the machinery of 
} Government which has been provided, has been 
given without a full appreciation of the fact. And 
a more intricate system than the one which has 
grown up, can hardly be imagined. Here are colo- 
nies, so to speak, of at least a dozen different powers, 
each with its own code and corps of officers. Out 
of the intercourse between these and of all with the 
Imperial Authorities, often grow questions which 
might test the abilities of the most clear-headed 
jurist, and which certainly do try the good nature, 
and good sense, of those who have to deal with 
them. 

26th.—I have not spoken concerning the need of 
officers familiar with the language of ‘the country. 
You have taken np the point in your excellent re- 
commendations concerning a college at Peking, and 
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it is net necessary for me to add anything exceptittg 
in the tenor of the foregomg remarks. Is a man so 
educated, likely to enter the service, or to remain in 
it, when after perfecting himself in its duties some 
stranger may at any moment usurp the place which 
should fall to him? To some not dependent upon 
the service, and certain at least of acquiring in it 
valuable experience, and perhaps rapid promotion, or 
urged by a desire to be useful to their country, this 
very disorganization may have its recommendations, 
but this will not be the case with many. Indeed I 
have found it difficult to secre intelligent men as 
assistants in my-own office, or to supply: vacant Con- 
sulates, for the reason that the service holds out no 
inducements except for the: passing moment. 

27th.—And this want of permanency works ill 
effects again, since it creates a jealousy of the Con- 
sular service which is regarded as a State Institu- 
tion for the benefit of peculiar classes, instead of a 
necessary arm of the Government. Se it has hap- 
pened, that Congress, in handling the Consular Ap- 
propriation bills, has for years dwelled over them, as 
if the affairs of a grand institution like the Navy,. 
one, of whose frigates costs more per year than all the 
Consulates, were > the subject for examination. 

With these brief remarks, submitted in the hope 
that they may be of use, at a moment when our 
country is entering upon a hew commercial era in 
which our Consulates. must take a higher place.—

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A Pleet in the China Seas.

Now that the government of the United States 


'| have sucoteded in putting down the rebellion in the | 
Southern States, it is to be hoped it will organize a 


fleet for the China seas at once,—not to lie about in 
the different ports in China, but with orders to search 
for and destroy the pirates infesting those sons. 
Within the last. two years pirates have increased 
alarmingly, and at present you can hardly take up a 
Hong Kong daily paper without seeing an account of 
@ piracy committed, or an attempt to commit ons. I 
inclose a slip taken from the Hong Kong Daily Press 
giving an account of one attempt. 

If a murder is committed on the land, rewards are 
offered and all the machinery of the government is 
set at work to apprehend the murderer ; but, although 
murder is committed by wholesale on the China seas, 
no notice appears to be taken of it.

coast of China have been destroyed by pirates and 


| their crews murdered in cold blood. 


It is very mortifying to aa American to be told by 
an Englishman, “You are indebted to the British 
“government for what protection you have on the 
“eoast of China.” Itis true, nevertheless. There is 
not an open port on the coast of China in which you 
will not find an Haglish gunboat. What little is 
done towards suppressing piracy is done by them. 


| After the pirates are taken, (as they sometimes are 


by the English gunbosts,) it is very hard to get them 
condemned, as, of course, they are not taken in the 
act, and there is very little evidence against them. 
I think. the proper way would be to have a few small 
fast barques, heavily manned and armed, and dis- 
guised as merchantmen, attached to the fleet. Let 
-these cruise up and down the coast, and allow them- 


| selves to be astacked; then you have proof positive 


of guilt, and I say hang the pirates at the yard arm 
without jadge or jury. I think all Christian nations 
should join forces to exterminate these pests of the
